Deadly Fumes Pour

CASTLEFORD, N.B., July 4,—CP—

Blue Bell, official publication of the 
Bell Telephone Company of Canada 
carries an extensive article In the 
current issue dealing with Belleville 
and is early history. The story and 
facts were compiled by Magistrate 
W. C,.Mikel K.C. The feature which 
was headed. “Belleville — A City of 
Learning” follows: 

When the great Champlain sailed 
into the Bay of Quinte some time in 
1615. as history fells us, he little Imag- 
ined that three hundred years later 
a thriving toyn would occupy the 
woody domain of the lurking Iroquols. 

| Champlain was the first white man 
to penetrate We Borritory which was 
eventually to become Belleville. 

Later a few redoubtable French 
priests attempted to form a mission 
there, but without success. Not until 
1787 was there any kind of permanent 
settlement: established. In that year a 
| party of U. E. Loyalists settled along 
'the shore of the Bay of Quinté. One 
of the most active of the new arrivals, 
Captain John Walden-Meyers, erected 
the first industry in the new village 
comprising a dam and saw mill about 
a mile up the Molra River. 

The activities of this energetic cap- 
tain were so forceful and extensive 
that the little settlement which has 
been known as Thurlow Village be- 
came ‘Meyers. Creek" and continued 
so until after the war of 1817 when 
its.name was again changed, this time 
to. Belleville. Tradition gives as the 
Teason for the choice the visit to the 
town of Governor Gore and his wife 
Bella, who so captivated the villagers 
that they adopted the first part of her 
name in combination with the French 
word for “town.” thus creating the 
name of “Belleville.”

HITTING BELOW THE BELT 


“Hitting below the belt” is the phrase 
on every athletic lip. The New York Stat! 
commission has authorized blows on any part 
of the body in any bouts in the future. This 
means padding will be required. | 
‘Where will the game end now? Some 
claim it will kill off commercialized fisticuffs. 
The Hamilton Spectator says the public is fed 
up with fouls, always an unsatisfactory end 
toa game. It also comments that good sports 
manship flew out of the window when big 
business came in the door. The Spectator 
says: -‘It is an acute dose of poor sportsman- 
ship from which the game is suffering, and 
the athletic commission, when it throws the 
teaditions of the prize ring aside and encour- 
ages hurly-burly free-for-all, proves ils un- 
fitness for the post it holds. The term, ‘hit. 
ting below the belt’ is synonymous with poor 
sportsmanship, the phrase which originated 
in the ring having been given gencral applica- 
tion in everday life. Properly conducted, 
there is a certain reform element to the con- 
trary, something inspiring about a boxing 
contest, where two men of ripping muscles 
give-a practical demonstration of the rifle of 
the ‘survival of the fittest. . Improperly con- 
ducted, these contests auisily detetiorate 
into brutal exhibitions in which there is no 
element of sportsmanship, and which have 
nothing to commend them. The New York 
state athletic commission confesses, in the 
phraseology of tho drastic ruling it has made, 
that it is not concerned with sportsmanship, 
and its members should hang their head in 
shame. There is a way to uplift the game and 
to put an: end to deliberate fouling of a com- 
petitor—that is to withhold the purse of the 
offender and to suspend him for life for a 

second offense.” |

These 
facts are contained in a pamphiet pub 
lished by the federal départment of 
National Healta under the supervision 
of Dr. Helen MacMurchy, chief of the 
division of child welfare. . 

Bevause of the large number of 
cases of this disease In Canada last 
year, and particularly in Ontario, the 
department published the booklet 
which gives. in clear and understand- 
able language, directions to mothers 
for yaking care of stricken children. 
Last year there were 834 cases in Can 
ada, of which 558 were in Ontario and 
90 In Quebec. No province was free 
from cases.

. “Ata time when a determined attempt 
is being made: lo question: again the author- 


ship of Shakespeare and to focus the limelight 


withdrawn from Bacon, on Edward de Vere, 
Earl. of Oxford the discovery recently by & Lon 
don bookseller of a genuine Shakespearean 


document at the Record Office is an extreme- 


ly. opportune. event,” says the Monilor. 

“Not that the latest claimant of Shakes- 
peare's laurels is likely, .to judge fram the 
evidence adduced in his favor, to be more 
successful than his far more famous rival has 
been during the tast century. But the facts 
of Shakespearo’s life are so meagre, and rest, 
at times, on so shifting a foundation of con- 
jecture, that‘anything in the way of a written 
record is precious. 

“Scholars particularly will welcome the 
-publication of the three newly found but anc- 
ient parchments with the qfficial depositions 
of Susanna Hall,-Shakespeare's eldest daugh- 
ter, against what seems to have been an un- 
warrantable intrusion of two sheriff's officers 
into. her father’s study and their seizure, in 
permenant of adebt of £77, of ‘divers bocks, 

oxes, desks, moneys and goods’ valued by 
her at £1000. This evience, though not en- 
tirely satisfying, implies at least a few facts 
of undeniable value. It establishes a new 
link with the authentic ‘William Shakespeare, 
gent.,’ ‘he universally respected burgher of 
Stratford-on-Avon, who, incidentally, had a 
somewhat checkered past as actor and play. 
wright in London. : 

Susanna Hall’s ‘bill of complaint’ affords 
a glimpse of Shakerpeare’s sturdy, which is 
mentioned for the first time. It was appar- 
ently well stocked with books, though some 
of thése may have belonged to his son.in-law. 
It also conveys the impression that Shakes- 
peare's House at New Place, which was des- 
troyed in the «eighteenth century, was furn- 
ished on the comfortable scale of an exceed- 
ingly well-to-do citizen of that time. 

“This‘it may be objected, is nol much but 
it must be. remembered, even.so little is of 
éxtraordinary, importance, especially as the 
last six years of Shakespeare's life in Strat- 
ford-on-Avon are an ubsolute blank to his 
biographers. But the chief importance of this 


perhaps, in the_hope that it holds out of sti 
further discoveries at the Record Office or 
elsewhere that wil! help to pieee together the 
ehreer of this extraordinary man, who more 
than any other of the Elizabethan poets is still 
so much of a riddle to the modern scholar.”

LATE SIR ARTHUR CONAN DOYLE 


- Sherlock Holmes’ creator, Sir Arthur Con 
an Doyle, whose name has been a household 
word in the English speaking world for many 
years passed away rege ian Doyle was par- 
ticularly broad in his interests as a physician 
usually is and early in life he began the crea- 
tion of that admirable series of adventures 
which kept the child and adult mind of Eur- 
dpe and: America wondering what the next 


. story would bring forth. 


Doyle was first of all an artist. He wrote 
a series of stories on the Napoleonic wars and 
wrote plays, among them being “The Story of 
Waterloo” ib. which the great actor, Sir Henry 
Irving starred. The desire to write was nat- 
ive to him. 

When the Boer War began Doyle put 
away the pen.and took up his medicine case 
again, going to South Africa ag chief physi- 
cian of:the Langman field hospital. - He wrote 
two books in defense of the British army that 
fought the Boers; one, “The Great Boer War, 
was.a moderate success; the other, “The War 
in South Arfica: Its Causes and Conduct,” so 
impressed the authorities that they had it 
printed in 12 languages, and distributed 100, 
000 ‘copies gratis among the peoples of Eur- 
ope. : 

T Between this war and the great one that 
was to follow in 1914, Sir Arthur, as he had 
become, studied spiritualism but it was during 
the emotional years of the conflict with Ger- 
many..that he took to it with all the intensity 
_of his nature. In 1919 he and his wife an- 
nounced their faith in the spirit life. Sir 
Arthur said -he possessed papers which he 
‘ciaimed proved “the survival of and com- 
munion with the dead beyond the shadow of 
doubt.” Some timaafter he said he had com- 
municated ..with his son, William Hope of 
Crew, a cabinet maker claiming special med- 
iumistic powers sent him a “spirit photo- 
graph,” of-the dead youth, which Sir ‘Conan 


“The more a person looks into the ques- 
tion of spirit photography the more he will 
find it deserves worthy study and not un- 
worthy sneers,” Sir Arthur said. Later, lectur- 
ing in Carnegie Hall, New York, he showed 
pictures he claimed were spirit photographs, 
some taken by friends; others by himself. 
They were made possible, he said, by ecto- 
plasm, which he explained was‘ ‘the raw ma- 
terial of psychic phenomena.”

How to Patt Correctly 


If one will follow the simple 
rules of putting he will find it an 
easy matter to get a large per- 
centage of putts that are usually 
wiussed. The rules are simple en- 
ough, Take the club back only 
s short distance, not so far that 
there ts danger of losing control 
of the club. This can easily be 
done as putting calls for’ absolute 
accuracy. 

Then there ls the follow-through 
along the line of flight. Fhe club 
head must be sent through after 
the ball just the same as in the 
case of the drive. A putt hit off 
the Une will miss the hole by a 
wide margin. Steady the body 
with the weight on the ‘left foot 
and keep the cjub close to the 
Ground. We go back further for a 
long putt of course and ‘we"'"go 
back only a very short ways for 
® very short putt.

In. winter's storms and ’mid the boiling 
heat of summer, Bobbie Burns’ friends assem- 
ble to pay tribute to the greatest of Scottish 
writers and one of the world’s greatest. In 
January no wind is too chill, no hail too sting- 
“or snow too deep to keep brither Scots away 
from the celebration of his birth. This week 
no sun was too hot to prevent them gather- 
ing to pay tribute on the anniversary of his 
death. ; 

Burns is no summer bird of passage, he 
is native to this clime as to the clime of Scot-| 
‘land and other climes. Many a great author 
is forgotten in the holiday season but Burns 
never, 

Every July 21st his statue has been dec- 
orated for. the past thirty four years in the 
Allen Gardens, Toronto. Dr. John Ferguson 
spoke praise to Burns’ memory on Monday 
as he said— 

“Year after year some lover of the letters 
poems and songs of Burns has stood beside 
this statue and paid his profound respects to 
the genius of the greatest lyric poet the world 
hag known. I stand here today to add my 
meed of praise, 

“Burns could express his thoughts in the 
most forceful of terms and in the most perfect 
form. One brief stanza often contains more 
than a whole sermon, Few great poets equal- 
led Burns in this quality, and he approaches 
Shakespeare more nearly in this regard than

This well summarizes the appeal of hir 
who in the last'quarter of the eighteenth cen- 
tury lighted such.a lamp in a dark and dreary 
prosaic age that that period of history lives 
for its production of the greatest lyrist of all

He also had bought, sold and oper- 
ated steamship .lines, and supervised 
stock salesmen who sold $29,000,000 in 
Foshay securities in three years. 

Fifteen years before his dream fad- 
ed Foshay camg to Minneapolis to take 
@ job with a modest salary. He signed 

a chattel mortgage to get his furniture 
out of storago, and’ it ook Poshay two 
years'to pay it eff: 

Poshay was studying painting at 
Columbia University when his father's 
dusiness failed, and he quit school. 
In 1917 he organized a smal! business 
of his own, Before the recelvership his 
compan‘es were doing a yearly busi- 
ness of $130,000,000. 

, His concerns furnished electricity, 
gas, street car transportation and tele- 
phone service to more than 330,000 
persons. His holding .corperation, his 
Operating corjcern, and -the Postmy 
Bulld'ng Corporation were credited 
with assets of $20,000000 when the7 
went into voluntary recelverships. 

Tightening up of credit last winter 
made recelverships inevitable, sald 
Foshay. None of his stock issues was 
Usted on exchanges. 

Evidence has been presented to the 
federal trade commission that In the 
fees between the purchase of con- 
|cerns and the Issuance »<efegecuritiet 
on which the properties were security, 
| values Wet, “written up”. 

This Foshay aenfed, explaining it 
was h‘s practice to put into force im- 
Proved operating methods and better- 
ments, increasing the value of the pur-} 
chase and then evaluating on the, 
basis of normal earning power. 

His tower here was only partly paid 
{for, and proved to de one of his weak- 
fest investments.“ It is only partly oc-! 
cupléd. Foshay st‘{ll owns and lives in 
the house which he rented for $45 a} 
month when he first came here. He’ 
spends much of his time assisting in 
untangling the affairs of his compan- 
Ses, but for a per'od this summer he 
was ‘employed by a firm in Denver. 

Short, stocky, round-faced, Foshay 
says he will ‘come beck.”

R-100 Left Mooring Mast 
Early Ths Mor-

Cardington Eng, July 29— Britain's 
great new alr-liner R-100, nreking the 
first transatlantic Might by a British 
dirigible In eleven years, soared uway 
from her mooring mast here at 3.45 
am. (945 p.m. Mondsy, Eastern 
Standard Time}, today, bound for 
Canada. . 
“The start wes without’a hitch. The 
powerful Rolls-Royce engines began 
running 900n after 3 am, and as the 
Starting moment approached roared 
deafeningly. _° 

Then with loud cheers from a crcewd 
that for hours had stood about watch- 
ing the_ preparations the mooring 
ropes were cast off and the airship 
rose repidly and set out for Liverpool. 

From there she will fly north to- 
ward the Hebrides Islands, west of 
Scotland, avoiding a low-pressure area 
north of Ireland.

Vaccination protects you from small« 
pox.

Can disease be prevented? 

One of the greatest achievements of 
this modern age of ours ts the devel- 
lopment of the sclence of hygiene and 
sanitation in prevention of disease both 
in individuals and’ communities.

The practice 
of periodic health examinations was 
suggested as early as 1861 by Dr. Do-| 
bell in England‘ and in 1900 by Dr.

St. John's, Nid, July 30—Ths blood 
‘and flesh of raw codfish was the drink 
and food that sustained two young 
Newfoundlanders during the forty- 
eight hours they were astray from the 
Lunenburg fishing schooner Algatian 
recently, Low fog beneath brilliant 
sun and water surface like giass were 
the conditions under. which “Allred 
Hardy, 19, and James Baker, <9, both 
of Rencontre East finally reached land 
by oar and sail after leaving the 
schooner in a dory and falling to lo- 
cate the vessel later owing to the low- 
lying fog.

HAMILTON, July 30. —What they 
termed abuse of, the parole system, 
especially as they had experienced it In 
Canada, was declared by Ontario dele- 
gates to the annual convention of the 
Chief Constables’ Association of Can- 
ada to be the most discouraging ob- 
stacle to crime prevention.
